In the days of the empire, when 
official candidates were known in the 
land, the addresses of the government's 
nominees were nted on white paper, 
and this, no doubt, had due weight with 
the more-ignorant voters. Again, «ny 
elector whese name is mentioned d a 
newspaper can, if he feel himself ag- 
grieved call upon the editor to publish 
a reply. is, however, is not con- 
fined to elections, but is a right; en- 
joyea by French citizens under the law 
of the country.

It shows that evolution involve 
strange contradictions. It tells hen 
monstrous creatures, with gigantic 
weepons, covered with armor, gifted 
with incredible strength, so massive 
that the earth trembled when they 
walked, perished miserably and help- 
leesly while tiny, helpless soft things 
lived and flourished and  crawhks«i 
steadily in the slime to that which 
was to be man. In this story one 
type does not die in orderly sequence 
after producing the next. Some have 
remained alive and almost unaltered 
to this day, while others, advance tar 
more in the scale, have disappeared. 
Degeneracy played its part, for the 
true evolution was in instances an 
evolution by degeneracy. Indeed, the 
story even hints at the possibility that 
evolution was not so much evolution 
of type as of individual. ust as 
some men today are far better then 
others, #0, perhaps, one particular 
creature in the abysses of the past at 
times became the individual ancestor 
of the improved type, while all tts 
relatives remained where they were. 
The didtoms were the ning of 
real existence. These diatoms, though 
they were the beginning of everything, 
are alive now. The microscope finds 
them everywhere in fresh und sit 
water.

They are hardly animal: they 
are vegetable. They have no bran, 
no nerve, no muscle, not even e stoin- 
ach. The diatom is only a cell.

It, too, was brainiess and herveless. 
Its only incentive to action was feed-

And from this evol sw 
stomach, which Profs. Haeckel — 
Boclsche have christened the gastrea. 
Then came the particular gasitrea 
which in some way, accidentally no 
doubt, for there was no sentience in 
these organisms, became attached to 
another. Thereafter the two swam 
around together. That accidental meet- 
ing meant wonderful things. It meant 
thousands, rhaps— there 
many such ae joined in such ways. 
It was the beginning of a community, 
and all living creatures are only 
communities of celle. This first com- 
munity developed as a!l communities 
do. The cells in front caught all the 
food. The cells on the sides and the 
back of the community struggied con- 
tinually to t to the front, and so 
they whirl the little ball along. 
Gradually, again in many years—hun- 
dreds, thousands the front cells be- 
came changed more and more until 
they beca feeding cella, mere and 
simple. cells in the back became 
swimmers. As each of these cells was 
only a very primitive stomach, what 
food entered the feeding cells was ab- 
sorbed easily by the entire community. 
Gradually the cells in the middle be- 
came inert except for the absorption 
of food. They became the stomach for 
the cell community. When that step 
in evalution wos completed the world 
had ite first intelligently working crea- 
ture—somethine that swam with or- 
gans which attended to that purpose 
only, that ate with organs adapted to 
that purpose only, and that digested 
with a stomach which was not all that 
made the animal. 

There microscopical creatures again 
produced creatures cqually microscop- 
ical, each improved in some way over 
ita predecessor. Many thousands of 
the varying types that were produced 
in that phase of evolution are alive to- 
day, looking just as they did then. 
Their vagt masses form the plankton 
of the seas. the minute f of the 
whale and many fishes. 

After these creatures came what was 
‘degeneracy, considered as an evolu- 
tlon from the diatom. Somewhere, at 
some time, a free swimming organism 
became fixed. It lost its power of mo- 
tion and anchored itself to a rock. It 
was a rest cure of evolution. That an- 
chored thing becae a sponge after 
ages of improvement. The other dia- 
toms and all their children did not die 
out after the sponge was formed. They 
continuet! to live and multiply, unim- 
proved, primitive. 

The sponge may not reem a desirable 
ancestor to have in man's family tree. 
Nut note what an improvement he was 
ever the moving cen eemmunities. 
They could le anywhere, eat any- 
thing, and they receded nothing partic- 
viarly. The sponge could lve ont in 
certain plads, his food was limited, he 
need many things. such as currents. 
coolness, depth, darkness ond rocky 
anchorages. That was a big step In evo- 
lution. It meant limitation of the pos- 
sibilities of life for the higher crea- 
tures. Without that—if they had been 
able to exist as did the diatoms—in a 
generation the world would not have 
had room enough for the sponges Alone. 

Then came a free swimming form 
regain. This time it was a community 
of creatures. Polyps, etill stomachs, 
almost brainiers, but with some sort 
ef a nervous syntem, hung together. 
No imagination is necessary to figure 
this ancestor of man. The polyp com- 
munity survives today in many species. 
Desrite great variations, all are u‘ike. 
They are polvps clustcred together. all 
plainly of the seme kind, yet with 
wonderfully varied functions and 
shapes. In them we have a high ge- 
velopment of communal life. Not only 
do certain of the members of the com- 
munity act as mouths—they are 
echared properly to act as mouths. The 
ewlromine members have taken on a 
shape that adapt« them specificailv for 
their purpose. The stomach members 
have turned into a real sag. Where the 
diatom community was “ereiy a col- 
lection of cells, all alike, the polyp 
community is a coherent creature. Ite 
perts are defined clearty. 

How merny dreamy ages intervened 
before the next form came? No man 
knows. No man's mind could grasp the 
spece of time if he did know. It is too 
vast. But the time arrived finally 
when a form of that polyp community 
again was anchored., And with still 
more time, time that would have suf- 
ficed for ten times the known history 
of man in the wortd, the communal 
polyp form changed. To the casual 
eye it would have meant another de- 
rend ration, for that complex ard beau- 
tiful form had become a mere ugly 
tube—a tube that writhed, helplessly 
tied to a stone. All the wonderful de- 
velopments cf polyrs inty swimmers, 
polyps into a mouth, polyps into a 
stomach had disappeared, Thore mag- 
nifieent products of evolution had 
turngd into simple segments-—-mere 
rings. The first worm had been born. 

Yet he was beautiful, this first worm. 
If you doubt it look at the serpuia that 
moy be found in any aquarium in the 
world, for he lives still as he did in the 


Am time when all crention was ooze 


and the earth ves ecarceely shaped. In 
a house formed laboriously and by 
small degrees fromghisa own sum ee- 
cretion the serpula dwelie. It ta his 
castic. When all is quiet he thrusts 
Mis head out cautiously, and no Aztec 
king ever had half so fine a head- 
dress. It is made of feathery venta- 
clea, glowing with color. With these 
he fishes for his food. They are, too, 
clectric wires that warn him of dan- 
ger. At its approach he withdraws so 
fast that the eye cannot say when he 
disappeared. But here is a strange 
thing. That wonderful headdress, the 
only thing of beauty about him, is the 
very thing that he had to lose before 
he could evolve into (his next form. 
Nature, eétriving ccaselessly after 
beauty. in her progress has often de- 
atroyed beauty to get results. It is the 
highest form of art. | 

After sepula came many stages. 
Many other forms of worm appeared. 
Thousands of them live today; tens of 
thousands of them have out. The 
world was to be enric by the next 
grand step toward man., Nature was 
creating and destroying, pitilessly, 
slowly, to create the one thing that was 
to produce the first creature in which 
there was an appreciable anatomical 
approach to a high animal, The back- 
bone was being made. 

The first worm that lost his headdress 
and became a mere wriggling ugly 
thing represented a great stride for- 
ward. He had nothing approaching a 
backbone. He was a simple collection 
of rings. But he moved around, and 
thus developed the need for vertebrae, 
and with nature the need is the great 


step. Age after age, perhaps through 
the ugly things wriggted. 
With cach wriggle of each Individual 


‘the need for the backbone became 


ter. How did that important mem- 
arrive? 

Again the answer may be found in 
the fishermen’s nets of today. In the 
Bay of Naples there lives @ creature 
which is a favorite nforsel for Italian 
epicures, It looks like a moldy po- 
tato. That is its sheath. The animal 

roper lies in this as the egg lies in 
ts shell. Now, when it is young this 
creature swims free and is a glassy 
worm. But it is a curious worm, for 
under its transparent back can be 
seen a thin black line. This is the 
first backbone that ever was. Here is 
the first stage of the marvelous prog- 
ress that has lifted-man above the 
first worm. 

And there is another living creature 
in the Bay of Naples which represents 
the next step in evolution. It is the 
amphioxus, It, too, begins life as a 
worm. It, too, has a thin Une, longer, 
however, than that of the other creat- 
ure. The dorsal cord ecientists call it 
cautiously, not daring to call the 
thing .an actual backbone. But there 
it is, your @ncestor, as sutely as the 
sun shines. There is a strange thine. 
by the way, about this amphioxws.. Not 
only has it been left unchanged by the 
roaring millions of years since its first 
repreeentative was formed, But it 
actually has degenerated. F 1 rep- 
resentatives of its family show char- 
acteristics that it hae lost. Tt is a 
poor, blind burrower. Its only motive 
force is one that enables it to grind 
himself into the mud. 1 

Yet, poor, blind, blundering. primt- 
tive, vegetable-like as it is, amphioxus 
is a proud ancestor.. For it is the first 
fish. And with the fish there began 
the grand reien of the vertebrates on 
this earth. Of them rou are the last 
achievement. What wonderful rreat- 
ure will come after you, and id mi- 
None of years speak of you as We do 
of amphioxus-—with pity and disdajn? 

Now we have seen the first stomach, 
the first mouth, the first simming. 
member, the first backbone. N 
Icking Is the most vital of all—the 
brain. 

Conceive ages to pare aga'n. Through 
them there wallow in this primeval u- 
moll that ix a world foriiny paipfelly 
in chaos, beclbones and stomach, un- 
thinking, unfeeling, biind. Milltdne of 
things are born and die. Milliche of 
things are born and multiply. unchang 
ing. wallowing, unthinking, unfeeling. 
blind. But somewhere, sométime, 
somehow, some creature is woring to- 
ward a true birth. Backbones have 
been growing, getting firmer, becoming 
bony things, Instead of simple cords. 
Stomachs have been lengthening and 
growing more complex. Bestiality Is on 
the wane. 

Go again to the fisherman of today. 
He casts hie net and brings to land a 
hideous, wriggling cel-Hke thing. it is 
a lamprey. There you have the first 
brain. The lamprey ‘is the first ver- 
tebrate that had a brain. What was 
only a nerve end in the worm, here -is 
a tiny bulb at the end of the point of 
me backbone. To protect it a thin 
bone has been formed around it. That 
is the rst skull. ® 

But how many things does thie poor 
ancemtor lack! Its brain is not con- 
tained in a head. It has no jaws, no 
features, no neck, no limbs. 

Ages had to pars again, and this time 
countless creatures had to kill and die 
in turn before the next great step to- 
ward these things could be mie. 
Wrigele after wriggle of the lamprey 
and hie descendants did it first. Little 
by little, as they wriggied through the 
the skin on their sides, 
where it was wrinkled, as they swam, 
became first thickened, then furfo-ed, 
until. finally it lay in welts At hast 
a few of these welts becam= so letee 
that they stood out from the bedtes tke.

Gu into the aquariam 
again and see the bony fiehes—the mud- 
fishes of the Mississippi and the hia 
rivers. They are solemn reminders of 
tremendous antiquuies. They date 
back to ubysmal time. As they dre 
now, se they swam in the Silurian seas. 

Those were terrible daye. Nature was 
in no soft mood. She was forging with 
thunder, riveting with lightning. Her 
crentlons were formieres, awful. Mur- 
cer was her handmaiden. Creature 
devoured creature. The bony fishes 
swam in armor. All their bones were: 
outelde. 

Did you «ver bandle the commen | 
skate of today? Then you nave reason 
to know that he is cuvered with tiny, 
wicked spines. Did you ever rub vour 
hand over the skin of a shark’? Then 
you know that it is full of invisible 
but tremendously effective ‘ick! & 
Those spines and «those prickles ar> 
what are left of the tron-like armor 
worn by the skate and the shark when 
they followed the bony fish in the 
progress of the creation of man. Anal 
it was the skate and the shark to whom | 
man is indebted moct directly for his 
face. Yes! Your swectheart’s lips are 
a heritage from the Port Jackson sna: k. 
the creature sixty feet long, with ¢ 
inch teeth. In the skate and the shark 
too, man may see the highest form of 
development of the un It is not a ru- 
dimentary thing of skin and spines any 
longer. It is flesh and bone. 

It was through flerce times that the 
shark survived. From the bony fishes 
thére had evoluted immense monst: , 
side branches that were not to Play a 
part in the creation of man. Ichthy- 
ovaurit swam the seas, huge fish-i's- 
ards, serpent forms, monsters of in- 
credible shape. These were all to die 
finally. They had reached their ex 
treme development. The shark lived. 

But to become a creature neare: 
man there -was something lacking rt!!! 
besides a backbone and a brain. It 
was the lung. Agein there came de. 
generacy tc help. There came a tim 
when the monsters were 90 numerous 
and co victorious that even the armor: a 
shark was frightened. Many shark»/ 
fled into waters near dhe land. Som>, 
hard pressed, fled far up rivers and 
into brackish ponds. 

Fish again in the ponds of today. 
Your net brings to view a frightfully 
ugly, lisard-like, ethargic form. Mud- 
puppy, they call it in some parts ot 
this country. The striking thing about 
it is that it has queer dull-red branches, 
like small trees, growing out of its 
neck, where the gill covers of a fish 
are. Here is what ages after ages of 
degeneracy did, still more ages ago, for 
the descendant of the armored shark. 
Unable to breathe through gills in the 
muddy waters into which they hed 
been driven, fighting for existence still 
with immense tenacity, their miserably 
dwarfed ndants evolved the first 
lungs—the exterior gills. And with 
those first lunge nature was prepared 
for the first animal to live on land.

SHEATHING FOR SHIPS.* 


Considerable data have been col- 
lected on the subject of the durability 
of the protective sheathing applied to 
the steel bottoms of men-of-war. This 
is especially true of the British navy, 
and some facts have been ;eceniy 
collected which raise a doubt as to the 
efficiency of this method of protection. 
It is worthy of note, however, that the 
two instances mentioned in recent serv- 
ice papers as show the faults of 
this system for w ps, are taken 
from ships whose service has been un- 
duly prolonged and whose conditicn 
can be ascribed to other causes than 
faulty plating. In the case of the 
Ariadne a new method of attaching the 
pianking to the hull was adopted and 
the fact that it has proved a failure 
to some extent should be placed to 
the discredit of the method and not 
to the system. i

admitted him as an equal partner in 
his lucrative law practice at Mansfield.

The great general often 
expressed his admiration of his broth- 
er John's political speechcs, and John, 
even more than most other Americans, 
perhaps, considered that the renowned

LOOFAH BATTERY PLATES. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—Quite an in 
teresting electrical application has been 
made of the loofah, the dried skeleton 
of an edible pod borne by a tropical 


creeping plant. This matertal is best 


known in this country from its use aa, 


a scrubbing brush for bathing purposes, 
end by its insertion between the 
soles of shoes to keep out damp. It 
is now employed in the production of 
secondary battery plates. Some time 
ago a patent was taken out for honey- 
combing the lead plates in storage bat- 


agency of pumice stohe. The pumice 
stone was mixed with the molten lead, 
and when consumed left the necessary 
cavity. Now the network of the loofah 
is thoroughly filled with the active ma- 
terial or oxide in the form of a 
peste, after which the battery cells or 
plates are formed through a long and 


paste and network form a solid mages. 
_After this the plates are in a condition 
to be used in the storage battery. The 
edvantages claimed for this invention 
are that the plates are light in weight 
and may be manufactured cheaply; 
and the liquid acid can perco- 
late through them more quickly and 
more freely then in the ordinary way. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—A new device 
for moistening and sealing envelopes 
will commend itself to many people as 
more cleanly than the method with 


which every one is familiar. The 
moistener and sealer is a central glass 
tube, provided at one end with a sof: 
rubber nipple in which a sponge is in- 
serted, and at the other end with a 
hard rubber cap in which metal ts 
hold a soft rubber roller. The central 
Klass tube contains water which is fed 
to the sponge. In sealing an envelope 
the sponge is drawn across the gum 
flap, which ts thus molstened. The de-

moistened flap is evenly and squarely 
sealed by means of the rubber role. 
For holding the moistener and sealer 
when not in use a holder is used com- 
posed of a soft rubber suction base 
upon which a glaes rod is mounted. 
When the suction base ‘= moistencd 
and pressed down on o table or desk, 
the alr is expelled and fie holder 
stands upright, convenient for use 
when required.

The Complete the Evolution

OODS HOLL, Mags.—the island 
ot Java. These two places, half 
around the globe away from 
each other, are destined to great fame 
in the twentieth century. Indeed, even 
before it dawns the world may hear 
wonderful news from one or both— 
news which will crown the achieve- 
ments of the nincteenth century with 
its most appropriate wreath, for it will 
be the final story in the great series 
that tells of the creation of man. 
Woods Hell, the little, simple, quiet 
scientific gtation of the United States 
Fish Commission, and the island of 
Java, ancient, mysterious, still un- 
known almost entirely, are at the two 
ends ot the chain whose links are 
made of the successive growths, from 
organism to organisms, of the creature 
that now is man. In Woods Holl Amer- 
fcan scientists from all paris of the 
country are working on the beginning 
of all life, on the problem of the first 
organism, the single cell, the thing 
which has no bra‘n or stomach. yet is 
alive and procrehtes. In Java there ls 
a race between American explorers 
who are there now, and German ex- 
plorers who will be there soon, to find 
the last link in the chain of evolu- 
tion—the creature which was the’ last 
man-like ape, or the fl. st ape-like man, 
or most probably something between 
both—the real Missing Link, prated of 
learnedly and unilearnedly for a gen- 
eration, yet never found until Dr. Eu- 
gene Dubois, in Java, uncovered the 
skull, jaw and thigh bone of what he 
bas named Pithecanthropus Erectus. 
The American exprcdition is sent «ut 
by George W. Vanderbilt. The Ger- 
man expedition iw to work under the 
plans laid out by Prot. Ernst Haecke', 
the foremost exponent of evolution to- 
Gay. Many of Haecke!'s supporters in- 
cline to the belief that Pithecaatorv- 
us Erectus may be found alive. The 
anderbilt explorers have not 
ted themselves to this extreme w>iief. 
But that the wonderful creature may 
exist in life somewhere in the uncx- 
plored wiiderne:s»s of Java, is not 
scientifically impcssible. Geology :s be- 
ginning to admit that the g acta! 
were not world-rinbracing. In 
stead of one vast icecan, a deluge of 
frozen waters sweeping irrcs sib y 
from the Poles toward the Equator ena 
covering tke whole globe, geolcgists be- 
lieve now! that glaciers formed and 
flowed in many various directions, and 
that some places were left untouc! ea 
by them. Patagonia was one of these. 
There fossil remnants of prehistoric 
monsters are found on the very sur- 
face. Java wag another place that 48 
caped.: The bones of Pithecanthropus 
Erectus were buried de ply, it is true, 
but they were not buried by a convul- 
sion. They simply nad been covercd by 
the infinitesimally stow accretions 0 
and and sol in the countless thong 
ands of years that. have elapred! b 
the death’ of the creature end 
the finfling of its rémanents. There 
fore, it may be conceded that there has 
heen no catastrophe that killed off te 
type, as it did the mamnisth, the cider 
cave bear and the st ll older pleicsauis, 
dinosaus, ichthyosaurs and all the re-t 
of that mighty fab'ec-like host of mon- 
ters.

Some have 
remained alive and almost un«litered 
to this day, while others, advance far 
morq in the scale, have disappeared.

They are ha:dly animal; they 
are vegetable. They have no bruin, 
no nerve, no muscle, not even e. stoin- 
ach. The diatom is only a cell. 

What came next? Another cell, one 
that fed. Here was the first stomach. 
It, too, was brainiess and nerveless. 
Its only incentive to action was feed- 
ing. 


And from this evolved the swimm! 
stomach, which Profs. Haeckel 
Boelsche have christened the gastrea. 
Then came the particular gastrea 
which in some way, accidentally no 
doubt, for there was no sentience in 
these organisms, became attached to 
another. Thereafter the two swam 
around together. That accidental meet- 
ing meant wonderful things. It meant 
that after many years—hundreds, 
thousands, perhaps—there were to be 
many such cells joined in such ways. 
It was the beginning ot a community, 
and all living creatu are only 
communities of cells. This first com- 
munity developed as all communities 

o. The cells in front caught all the 
food. The cells on the sides and the 
back of the community struggled con- 
tinually to get to the front, and 80 
they whirled the little ball along. 
Gradually, again in many yea un- 
dreds, thousands—the front cella be- 
came changed more and more until 
they berame feeding cells, mere and 
simple. The cells in the back became 
swimmers. As each of these cells was 
only a very primitive stomach, what 
food entered the feeding cells was ab- 
sorbed easily by the entire community, 
Gradually the cells in the middle be- 
came inert except for the ebsorption 
of food. They became the stomach for 
the cell community. When that step 
in evolution wos compieted the world 
had ite first intelligently working crea- 
ture—omethine that swam with or- 
gans which attended to that purpose 
onty, that ate with organs adapted to 
that purpose only, and that digested 
with a stomach which was not all that 
made the animal. 

There microscopical creatyres again 
produced creatures equally microscop- 
ical, each improved in some Way over 
Its predecessor. Many thousands of 
the varying types that were produced 
in that phase of cvolution are alive to- 


‘day, looking just as they did then. 
Their vast masses form the plankton 
of the seas, the minute f of the 


whale and many fishes. 

After these creatures came what was 
degeneracy, considered as an evolu- 
tion from the diatom. Somewhere, at 
some time, a free swimming organism 
became fixed. It lost its power of mo- 
tion and anchored itself to a rock. It 
was a rest cure of evolution. That an- 
chored thing becae a sponge after 
ages of improvement. The other dia- 
toms and all their children did not die 
out after the; was formed. They 
continued to live and multiply, unim- 
proved, primitive. 

The sronre may rot seem a desirable 
ancestor to have in man’s damily tree. 
But note what an improvement he was 
over the moving cell communities. 

hey could anywhere, eat, any- 

ng, @ they re ded nothing partic- 
larty. Hponge could live only in 
Certain places, his food was limited, he 
needed many things. such as currents. 
coolness, depth, darkness und rocky 
anchorages. That was a big step in evo- 
lution. It meant limitation of the pos- 
sibilities of life for the higher „rea- 
turer. Without that—if they had been 
able to exist as did the diatomse—in a 
generation the world would not have 
hed room enough for the sponges atone. 

Then came a free swimming form 
rain. This time it was a community 
of creatures. Polyps, still stomachs, 
almost brainſess. but with some sort 
of a nervous system, hung together. 
No imagination is necessary to firure 
this ancestor of man. The polyp com- 
munity survives today in many szrrcies. 
Despite great variations, all are «ike. 
They are polvps clustered together, all 
plainly of the seme kind, vet with 
wonderfully varied functions and 
shapes. In them we have a hich de- 
velopment of communal life. Not only 
do certain of the members of the com- 
munity act as mouths—they are 
Shared properly to act as mouths. The 
swimming trembers have taken on a 
shape that adapts them srectficoliv for 
their purpose. The stomach members 
n vo turned into a real sac. Where the 
diatom community was merely a col- 
lection of cells, all alike, the polyp 
community ie a coherent creature. Ite 
parts are defined clearly. 

How meny dreamy ages intervened 
before the next form came? No man 
knows. No man's mind could grasp the 
spoce of time if he did know. It is too 
vast. But the time arrived finally 
when a form of that polyp community 
again was anchored. And with still 
more time, time that would have suf- 
ficed for ten times the known history 
of man in the world, the communal 
polyp form changed. To the casual 
eye it would have meant another de- 
generation, for that complex and beau- 
tiful form had become a mere ugly 
tube—a tube that writhed, heiplessly 
tied to a stone. All the wonderful de- 
velopments of polyps into swimmers, 
polyps into a mouth, polyps into a 
stomach had disappeared. Those mag- 
nifieent~ products of evolution had 
turned into simple segments—mere 
rings. The first worm had been born. 

Yet he was beautiful, this first worm. 
If you doubt it look at the serpuia that 
moy be found in any aquartum in the 
world, for he lives still as he did in the 
dim time when all creation’ was ooze 
and the earth was ecarcely shaped. In 
a house formed laboriously aud by 
Small degrees from his own sir se- 
eretion the serpula dwells. It ta his 
castle, When all is quiet he thrusts 
his head out ceutiously, and no Aztec 
king ever had half so fine a head- 
dress. It is made of feathery tenta- 
cies, glowing with color. With these 
he fishes for his food. They are, too, 
clectric wires that warn him of dan- 
ger. At ita approach he withdraws so 
fest thet the eye cannot say when he 
disappeared. But here ts a strange 
thing. That wonderful headdress, the 
only thing of beauty about him, is the 
very thing that he had to lose before 
he could evolve into his next form. 
Nature, eétriving ceaselessly after 
beauty. in her progress has often de- 
atroyed beauty to get results. It is the 
highest form of art. 

After sepula came many stages. 
Many other forms of worm appeared. 
Thousands of them live today; tens of 
thousands of them have died out. The

sum Plaster. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—Prof. Charies 
Nussbaum calls attention to the fact 
that in cases where good acoustics are 
required immediately on completion of 
the room, the choice of the ceiling and 
wall plaster is of not a little impor- 
tance. The desirability of care in this 
matter is even greater where a soft 
tone color is desired. This is the rea- 
son why in concert halls admixtures 
of lime and sand or cement should not 
be used as a plestering. Only a mor- 
tar of plaster of Paris will give the 
smoothness and richness of tone de- 
sired. Sand should not be added to the 
upper layers of this mortar, and the 
surface should be carefuliy smoothed, 
so as to avoid all roughness and irreg- 
ularities. It ta found that plaster of 
Paris made of gypsum burnt to white 
heat, and prepared without sand, Is 
specially adapted for this purpose. The 
strongly, clast'c, delicate suface of this 
plast has a peculiar quality of 
refiectifg the sound waves and thus 
producing a soft timbre. For the 
transmission of heat this plaster is also 
highly recommended, but in the mat- 
ter of drying both it and the masonry 
underneath it, more time must be al- 
lowed than for plaster of mixtures of 
lime and sand, or lime cement and 
sand. On the other, hand, paint or 
coverings of veneer, fabrics, wall pa- 
per, ete., can be applied immediately 
after the drying. while the alkalis of 
the lime, and especially those of_t 
cements, often cause great mischie 
through the insistent dampness of the 
plaster. This may be brought about 
by the formation of sweat, even where 
all other causes of dampness are care- 
fully provided against.

LOOFAH BATTERY PLATES. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—Quite en in 
teresting electrical application has been 
made of the loofah, the dried skeleton 
of an edible pod borne by a tropical 
creeping plant. This material is best 
known In this country from its use as 
a ecrubbing brush for bathing > 
end by its insertion between the 
soles of shoes to out p. It 
is now employed in the production of 
secondary battery plates. Some time 
ago a patent was taken out for honey- 
combing the lead plates lu storage bat- 
teries, and thus forming receptacies for 
the “active material,” th % the 
agency of pumice stone. The pumice 
stone was mixed with the maten lead. 
and uhen consumed left the necessary 
cavity. Now the network of the loofah 
is thoroughly filled with the active ma- 
terial or oxide in the form of a 
peste, after which the battery cells or 
plates are formed through a long ‘and 
continuous charging of electricity—say 
for 100 hours, more or less, or until the 
paste and network form a solid mages. 
After this the plates are in a condition 
to be used in the storage battery. The 
edvantages claimed for this invention 
are that the plates are light in weight 


and may be manufactured cheaply: 
and t the liquid can perceo- 
late through them more quickly and 


more freely than in the ordinary way. 


NEW ENVELOPE SEALER. 

NEW YORK, Oct. A new device 
for moistening and sealing envelopes 
will commend itself to many people as 
more cleanly than the method with 
which every one is familiar. The 
moistener and sealer is a central glass 
tube, provided at one end with a soft 
rubber nipple in which a sponge ts in- 
serted, and at the other end with a 
hard rubber cap in which metal bearines 
hold a soft rubber roller. The central 
glass tube contains water which is fed 
to the sponge. In sealing an envelope 
the sponge is drawn acrcss gum 
flap, which is thus mofstened. The de- 
vice is then turned around and the 
moistened flap is evenly and squarely 
sealed by means of the rubber rolle-.

These piles of culm often catch fire either 
by accident or spom'ancous combustion, and it is almost 
impossible to extinguish them. At night the red giare is 
visible all over the valieys. Nece Wilke;barre a culm bank 
has been burning for twenty-five years. Various attempt: 
have been made to quench the fire, but it is just as brigtt 
and vigorces today as it was a quarter of a century ag», 
and the company having abandoned its efforta to put ot 
the fire, feeds it regularly by dump'ng fresh culm upon tk> 
flames. If this was not done the fire would eat its way 
into the great bank like an ulcer and u'timately break ot t 
in several places; but as long as the surface fire is fed 
with fresh fuel it dess rot brerow into the heap.

Tre Pres- 
dential salary of $200,000 a term is equal to nearly $139 4 
day, or $5.75 cm hour. It looks large, yet many Ame-icans 
in private business receive the came regular psy. The 
President of France receives more than twice as much. 
Our President, of course, pays no rent fce the White House 
or for its stables. Congress annually appropriates a small 
fortune to keep them in repair. During Arthur's adminis- 
tcation it made spec al appropriations of $90,000 for re- 
furnishing the mansion, while in Cleve'and’s first adminis- 
tration $78,coo was given. White House r:p:ics and fur- 
nishings have cost more than §1,750,coo with the last cen- 
tury. The coal, wood, gas and electric-light bills of the 
mansion are paid by Uncle Sam, who further allows his 
chief servant $8000 a year—a cabinet officer's salary—for 
stationery, record books, books for the executive Library, 
telegrams, office furnishings, care of the President al stab‘es 
and the carriages, hocses and harness used by the White 
House office force. Add to this an annual salary of $1800 
for the White Horse steward. His office is made by statute. 
His business is to supcrintend the housekeeping of wr 
mansion. The government further pays the President's 
valet, his wife’s maid and the groom of the White House 
stables. It pays for washing the linen and for the house- 
‘leaning of the mansion. Morecvce, Presidents, as a gen- 
val rule, have no docters bills te pay. In Washington 
there is always stationed an attending physician for the 
vfficers of the army ani navy and their families, living 
here. The Presidert, as Commanier-in-Chief of the army 


and navy, is legally entitled to this professional service.

The White House garret is always full to overlowing with 
uselcas presents. Among th: articles presented to Presi- 
dent McKinley have been Moscow, a St. Bernard dog 
weighing 140 pounds; an India tige--skin rug, 11 1-2 feet 
long; a pair of entiers worth $2500, a mosai: table, a 
toilet-water set of gold and cut glass, with gilt stand; a 
set of gold and silver toilet articles in a Morocco case, a 
bronze lamp on a base of onyx, numerous pieces of fancy- 
work, embroidery, tapestry, carvei wood and paintings, 400 
or soo pipes, no end of Manila, Havana and Porto Rico 
cigars and uncountable medicines. Some time ago the 
#rench Ambassador presented Mr. McKinley with two ex- 
quisite vases made in France’s rational porcelain works at 
Sévres, and selected by President Faure before his death. 
Every President receives from far and wide eztables and 
drinkables of every description. Every Thanksgiving and 
Christmas day he receives anywhcre from a dozen to a 
score of turkeys. Most cf these birds com: from Rhode 
Island, and it is the boast of their raisers that they are 
fed only on grasshoppers. On Thanksgiving day two years 
ago the Pres dent partook of a 28-p-und bird—th: reco-d- 
breaker of this administration. Grant’s table was once 
graced by a 34-pounder. Var ozs Presidents before Me- 
Kinley’s administration have been given expensive liquors 
and wines by the barrel. | 

The comforts assured by th: Presidency may be entered 
next upon this list of profits. Harrison and other Presi- 
dents have complained that the White House is an evil 
combination of workshop and dwelling, under the one roof; 
yet what there is of it has ever been luxuriously main- 
tained. When a President's wife desires new furnishings, 
new ornaments, new de: orations, or rew tou ping u en- 
sils for her official residence, che need net ask her husbani 
for the wherewithal. She simply summons the master of 
White House ceremonies, a bonded army officer who dis- 
burses the appropriations made by Congre:s. These funds 
are regularly given with the understanding that they are 
to be expended as the executive family sees fit. In this 
way Mrs. Grant purchased for the White House table a 
silver canoe, still used for containing floral decorations at 
state dinners, for which was paid $1000. During Jackson's 
admin stration $4300 was paid for the second-hand ances- 
tral silver service of Baron de Tuyll, a Russian. Mrs. 
Hayes had painted a set of china which cost $15,000. All 
such articles, of course, remain the property of Uncle Sam 
from administratica to administration, and no Pres dential 
family can appropriate a dollar’s worth as a couvenir. In 
the practical housekeeping of the Executive Mansion the 
Presidential family is entirely relieved from care. The 
steward does all marketing, and has the superintendence 
of all servants. The master of ceremonies and ata stant 
secretaries attend to all arrargements for official functions, 
even to the seating of guests at dinners and the issuing of 
invitations. The official maid attends to all personal 
wants of the first lady of the land, just as does the official 
valet to those of the President, Presidents have usually

The White House is redolent the year arouni with per- 
fumes of nature’s choicest flowers. Uncle Sam furnishes 
a large conservatory and several greenhouses for the exclu- 
s've uce of Presidential femilies. Whenever music is de- 
siced for state functions the great marine band, or any of 
the army or navy bands can be ordered to the mansion by 
its Commander-in-Chief. When the President travels he is 
offered the handsomest and best-equipped train to be had. 
It is banked with flowers and palacially furnisbe 1. Elab- 
orate menu cards are engraved and embossed for each 
meal. The markéts are previously ransacked for their 
choicest game and sea foods. When he wishes to travel 
by sea the President hae at his disposal the luxuricusly- 
appointed private yacht Sylph. Upon this be may take 
pleasurc excutsiong at any time. 

As president of the United States a man enjoys greater 
constitutional powers than he would as king of England. 
Mr. B:yan, as much as be publicly deprecates militarism, 
would, in a state of absolute war, find himself vested with 
almost distatorial power over territory under our military 
occupation. The appointing power of a president is limited 
by the civil service law and that law can be changed, of 
course, by the dominant power of Congress. If ele-ted upon 
4 platform declar ng against civil service reform, Mr. Bryan, 
with a Democratic Congress back of him, would probably 
have at his disposal 100,000 offices, whereas Mr. McKinley’s 
official patronage has amounted to only 2000, not counting 
postmastersh'ps in either estimate. The choicest offices in 
the gift of a dent are ambassadorships and minister- 
ch pi paying as high as $17,500, consul-genera'ships often 
paying $25,000 in fees, Supreme Court justiceships paying 
from $10,500 down, Territorial Governorships as high as 
$10,000, and Cabinet offices at $8000. 

Social and ex-Official Honors. 

Our Presidents enjoy the highest associations, intellec- 
tually cnd socially, Their functions are attendei by learned 
scholars, great statesmen and people of royal and noble 
blood. The President is the host of emperors and kings 
visiting this country. Mr. McKinley has already entertained 
a Prince, a Princess and two Presidents. He is regularly 
paid homage—as will be his sucsesso:—by dukes, marquises, 
counts, viscounts and barons, contituting a part of that of- 
ficial coterie which in a monarchy would be termed the 
court. 7 
The after benefits which the highest office in the land 
guarantees its incumbents are many. The tit'e “ex-Presi- 
dent” has the greatest possible advertising value. Harri- 
son, after leaving the White House, received as high as 
$1000 a page for magazine articles, $10,000 for a chort seriet 
of law lectures and several tremendous law fees which he 
would not have received had he not been a former President.

Enter next the lasting benefits which the Presidency of- 
fers to wives and posterity of its incumbents. It 
to say that history will never forget the consorts 
chief executives.

Congress 
bas established the custom of allowing a pension of $5000 a 
year to Pres:dents’ widows, whether aggrieved during their 
husbands’ administrations or later. If the Chief. 
die in office, his widew receives the balance of the salary 
which he would have earned during his four years.

THE BOLO AND THE PART IT PLAYS 
IN THE FILIPINO LIFE.

HILE much is heard of the bolo men in the Pailip- 
pine Islands, little is known of the bolo itself, and

The campilan is the cegular arm of the Moro privat: sol- 
cler. It is about four fest long and very sharp. Its scab- 
bard comsists of two pieces cf wceod loosely tied togctcer 
with a single piece of bambco thread. It is carried over 
the shouldcr and is never unsheatbe 1 for the first stroke. 
When recessity for its use acises, it is brought down on the 
head with the scabbard cn it. The blade cuts through the 
thread, thus unsbeathing itself. This is a devic: used to 
disarm the enemy of suspcion. There is a regular drill 
that the Mo-os go through with this weapon, cutting and 
chopp ng with — swiftness, while continua ly 
leaping hither ang thither to avoid the ceturn cf the enemy. 
An individual encounter between two natives armed with 
the ccmpilen presents a curious and start] ng spectacle. One 
sees the sudden stroke, hears the clap and rattle of the 
wooden scabbard as it lands, and watches it fall to the 
ground in halves, as if the blow had been effective only in 
breaking the weapon. It seems hideousiy inccng:ucu; tat 
the recipient of the stroke should go down with his skull 
split at the same moment. But the sheathed stcel docs its 
wok swiftly aud such due’s are over with the first swing 
that reaches the mark.

The home cf Maggie Mitchell the 
actress is at the corner of West End avenue, and Richard 
Mansfield resides near One MunZced and Fourth street. 

The drive terminates at Claremont Heights, where is the 
tomb of Gen U. S. Grant. “The lower portion of the tomb 
is & Square structure cf the Grecien-Doric order. The en- 
trance is protected by a portico formed of double lines of 
columns, and is approached ty steps ceventy feet wide. 
The square porticn is finished with a ccrnice ard a parapet, 


and above this is a circular cupola seventy feet in diameter. 
The interior is cruciform in plan, the four corners being 
8 of masonry connected at the top by coffered arches, 


these arches rests an open circular gallery, culminating 
between the planes . 
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the faces of the arches and the circular dome are decorated 
im high-celief sculpture emblematic of the birth, military 
and civic life and death of Gen. Grant. The body of Gen. 
Grant rests in a sarcophagus hollowed from a single, faw- 
less block of red porphyry.” 

This magnificent tomb seems to be the objective point of 
the sight-seers who drive cut Rivers'de way.

D J.: YOUR library presents some charming possibil- 


ities to my mind, if you will hanile it with (quisite

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ENGLISH BIOGRAPHY. 


HE author of this biograpty writes of a classical 

scholar, a profcund thinker, an eminent writer and 

one whom Tlackeray called the greatest theologian in 
England. James Mertineau was born in Norwich, Eng., in 
1805. He studied in the Unitarian College at York, and en- 
tered en the work cf the ministry first in Dublin, and then 
in Liverpool. In 18-3 Mr. Martineau was called to the 
chair cf metaphysical and mcral pbilo ophy in Manchester 
New College, Londcn. During the earlier years cf his mu- 
istry, he was the author of a number of theologic contro- 
versial publicaticns. He will now te chiefly remembered as 
the defender of spiritual faith against tke d'flerent cchoos 
of skepticicm, atheism end materialiem.

D vine Mind and Will Ruling the Univicse.” Tre ros 
ism of Kant and Hume is met with brillant argumert 
along logical pathways. The schcols of modern ttought 
are reviewed one by one by him in many learned publica- 
tions. If one could have space to quote, there ar? many 
pages in this book which would leave vivid impressions of 
this rare perzonality. In his “Study of Religicn he says 
“The reflective mind of man, it has becn said, ‘s alone the 
mirror of nature; but mere than this it is a retain.ng mr- 
ror, whereon the images, once left, remain and shine in the 
dark; and most of all, it is a redisposing, a beautifying, a 
quickening mirror, that drops the matter and keeps the 
mearing of things, freshens their colcrs, deepens (heir ex- 
pressicn and ch shifts their scenery as to ape a drama 
from a chronicle. Well may the pcet be called by the 
half-cacred name of Vates; for the ideal traus o matioa of 
the actual is as divine a miracle “as the turning of dust 
into dewdrops; and the molding of language ite an instru- 
ment for this end, that its chythm ard its fire may swecp 
through the ages, still waking up wrath and love and pity 
wherever it alights, is a marvel suzpass>d only by our 
blindness to it.” 

The language of James Martireau atcunis with poetic 
aphorisms, of which the following cre cxamyles: “No grief 
deserves such pity as the hopeless ft va iors of a scornful 
heart;” “Those to whom earth is rot consecrated will fird 
their heaven profane; “There is no chic (f the centuries;” 
“Gol bas so arranged the chronometry of our sp-rits that 
there shall be thousands of silent moments between the 
striking hours.” 

From whatever standpoint one may view the peculiae 
eccles:asticism of this great thinker, the history of his in- 
tellectual sympathies are of absorbing interest It is a curi- 
ous instance in consangu nity to cee how diverging were the 
literary and religious convictions of James Mart neau and 
his illustrious sister, Harriet. The biographer has left a 
saddening impression of both these intellectual leaders by 
tellirg us of the'r long personal estrangement. Mr. Jack- 
son acknowledges his indebtedness to Dr. Martineau's chil- 
dren fcr valuable ass stance in this biography. He bas pro- 
duced an adequate and beautiful memoir, Ce-erving cf last- 
ing appreciation.

Helen Mara Fiske was born in Amherst, Mass, August 
18, 1831. Her father, Nathan Wiley Fiske, was professor of 
philosophy in Amher:t College. Her parents Cied tefore her 
marriage, at 21, to Lieut. (afterward major) Edward Bissell 
Hurt cf the United States Engineer Corps. The'r dear son 
died at the ege cf 10. Maj. Hurt tad lest tis life two years 
previcusly by an accicent in the harbor of New York, where 
he was experimenting for the government with a submarine 


Helen Hunt’s first ccquaintance with Cal fcrnia was mad: 
in 1872. In 1873 she went to Colccado Springs. Two years 
later she married William Starpless Jackscn, a banker of 
that place, which fixed her residence there. 

In November, 1884, Mrs. Jackson visited Los Angeles for 
the tonic climate tere. For the benefit of special medical 
attention she was removed to San Francisco and there, on 
the 12th of August, she died. This we glean from the 
sympathetic intcodu:ticn of Susan Cooilge. She also tells 
us, “No one ever went fcrth more courageously to meet 
the urkrown. No cne ever looked with move radiant inter- 
est into its possibilities or believed in them more firmly 
than she.“ At the time (1883,) when the author of Ra- 
mona” was writing this production her eyes seemed to see 
another world. Although writing in New York, she had 
carried with her all ttose vivid impressions which made the 
true habitat of her existence. The editor says that the 
author found some ideal faces for her Ramona and 
Alessandro in an unframed portrait after Dante Rosetti. 
If so, they probably embodied some remcmbered faces of 
the Pacific Slope, by the haunting likeness which is an 
everyday experte of one’s flitting relaticns with human 
life. 

These lives which the author of “Ramona” has described 
are filled with pangs and struggles, human affections and

the illustrations of her book in the Chamber of Commerce 
in this city. Her personality is more real than many whom 
one Caily meets on the thoroughfares of the city. With 
cach new gereration new graces will be added to her fame. 
In the illustrations which the artist has contributed to this 
editiem, one seems to have found some young comrade of 
Zucbaren who sees with his eyes, whose art was said to 
have excelled all others in the pictures of the Spanish friars. 
There are the dark, deep-sct eyes, under the cowls which 
he gave to the faces cf the cont«mplative Frireis an father. 
On each face is revealed the idea of physical self-denial and 
spiritual serenity. Glimpzes of the old mission chur hes are 
here, anciert gateways under the rams which sec m like the 
spiritual language cf the crosses they overshadow. The 
faces of Ramona and Allecandro singing to Felipe move like 
shadows through the dusk of some half-remembered twi- 
light. Wherever these pictures are set like exquisite 
mosaics they will perhaps remind the reader that the first 
printing press of England was worked in the clo‘sters of 
the Benedictine Abbey cf Westm nster. 

Whatever sentiments the took awakens there will be 
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gret at the iconoclastic zeal which bas so swiftly destroyed 
many of the ancient landmarks on the Pacific Coast. It 
was to the crder of the Franciscans that we are indebted for 
some of the finest pictures of the school of Perugino, and 
who can tell what losses to act have been sustaired in those 
destructive eras? In a time when many a monk gave all 
b's artistic 1 fe to the illumination of ore sacred volume, 
and when devotional art was, f to speak, the very sp2theo- 
sis of religious sentiment, it seems probable that many ex- 
amples cf allegorical representation would have been cent 
here to ado-n the altars and shrin:s of the New World. The 
Franciscans fosteced art. One likes to remember their 
tender care of the young Murillo when poor and unknown, 
his heart filled with beautiful dreams of God, they gave 
him ail the money in the hanis of one of their brother- 
hood, in Seville, to paint a series of pictures for a little 
cloister. When Murillo’s fame was made, he painted for 
ar ther Franciscan community there twenty of hic most 
tenowned pictures. 

“Flowers were always dear to the Franciscans,” is the 
subject of one of the illustrations of “Ramona.”

SUGAR YAMS. 
MISS LEOLA RIED TELLS HOW SHE CLEARS 
SEVERAL THOUSAND DOLLARS A YEAR.

“I sold soo barrels of sugar yams last year at $s a bar- 
rel,” said Miss Leola Ried, who, for the last four years, has 
made a specialty of raising pure sugar yam potatoes and 
supplying the fashionable winter resorts of Georgia and 


“The reason I began the work of raising such sweet po- 
tatoes was simply because I saw that there was a great 
demand for them. Every one who knows anything about 
sweet potatoes knows that the sugar yam is the most de- 
licious of all the many varieties They are not the most 
prolific, however, and for that reason farmers have almost 
given up growing them for market. They select some va- 
riety that gives them the greatest yield and which they 
know from the average purchaser will meet with as ready 
sale. I am fond of the sugar yam, and when I began to 
notice that the hotels and boar!ings-houses where nortbern- 
ers come for the winter were always asking for tiem, I 
thought out my scheme and went to work. 

“I selected five acres of good flat land—not tottoms—on 
my father’s plantation, and had no difficulty in getting it. 
I would got borrow, but spent all the money I had in bank, 
which was something less than $300, that year in the pur- 
chase of a mule and for the hire of a man I must admit 
that I had to call on my father before the year was out for 
the loan of some corn and fodder to tide me over until my 
crop came in, but it was not much. | 

“When my potatoes were dug that first year I found that 
my yield was fifty bushels of good eating potatoes to the 


received some on condition that the potatoes were as I rep- 
resented them, the very best, and pure sugar yama When 
they were dug I selected them, perhaps I should say I 


(Miss Ried wears about a No. 7 kid glove.) I had all the 
strings and ends taken off, then banked them in h‘lis con- 
taining twenty-five bushels to the bank. About one month 
later, when the hotels began to fill up with their winter 
guests, I opened four of these banks, barreled the potatocs 
nicely, and shipped them to the hotels where I had re- 
ceived the greatest encouragement. My price was $5 a bar- 
rel, and I claim that there is two bushels in a barrel, though 
there is in reality almost a half bushel more. At ficst every 
hotel keeper ‘kicked’ at the price, said it was exorbitant, as 
potatoes, the average varieties, were selling in the market 
at 30 cents a bushel, 

“I asked them to give mine a trial and let their guests 
decide. They did 60, and, as a result, I sold all my crop 
before the winter was well begun, and had received as 
many ccders for the next seascn as I would take. 

“You can see that, after returning the amount borrowed 
from my bank account, there was not very much left that 
year, but as my father was willing to sell me ten acres of 
land on credit, I was not embarrassed for money. I did not 
increase my acreage, but planted the new five acces in po- 
tatoes and the five where potatoes had grown the year be- 
fore in corn and peas for food for my mule. I fertilized 
highly, and almost doubled my yield of potatoes to the acre. 
As a result I cleared $500, and began the next year with 
plenty of food for my mule and corn cnough to make meal 
for my one hand. 

“The third year was a good one, and my profits ran up 
to ooo. Last year it almost touched $2000, and this year, 
although my crop, that is, my potato crop, is still in the 
ground, I think the yield will be even greater. I have not 
planied more than five acres in potatoes, and do not expect 
to very soon, simply because I think I can raise as many 
on that amount of land, well attended to, as I could on a 
larger amount, less carefully worked.”

CHESTNUTS AS FOOD, 


HOW THEY CAME TO BE MADE THE STAFF OF 
LIFE OF THE TUSCAN PEASANTRY. 


By a Special Contributor. 


The mountains (spurs of the Appenines) which shut in 
the valley cf the Lima, are covered from base to crown wt) 
umbrageous chestnut trees. Thus at Bagni di Lucca, in Tus- 
cary, whose villas stray tom the bink cf the clattering 
ctream, river, torrent (according to time of year,) up the 
sides cf the mountain slopes, tempting paths ray out on 
every hand, shaded by chestnut trees, whose leafy canopy 
efectualiy guards the tcaveler from the intense bat (f the 
sun. 

But where are the feimeval forests, where are the caks, 
the pines, the beeches? Has ratur? determined that only 
ene tree shall flourish in this mounta rous 1g on? 

For answer to this question, we have to go back a lug 
way, at leact 200 years ago, when Lucca was a republic. 
Tae forests then being much infested Ly wolv.s ud bear, 
the g:vernmcct wis:ly decided that the mcun‘airs shnli b: 
cleate . All trees were to be cut down with the exception 
ef the chestnut, which was ptcmitted te remin because it 
Wes a valuable scurce of food {cr the pe- s unt y. 

Naturally, in course cf time the chestnut, lcri row of 
the mozrta n slopes, took pesteszien, gracu lly encroacting 
en the cleared lzuds, unt I its superb crown waved fem 
tase to summit. Today (with the ex-epticn cf a few v ne- 
var is) the glossy foliage cf tie favote l tree is the prom- 
incat ſeatute of the landscape, tren where cue will in this 
district of the Appeninzs. 

Ecw is the chestnut prepared es an art cl cf food? 

So far as the wrter could learn, no improvement in the 
manner cf prepataticn of the nut has been made dur the 
last two centueies, the process scem'nz to be absurdly 
troublesome ard slow. Tle Ccn‘ad ni (pea ants) wait until 
the evtummal rains turst the ricky Lucrs, then gathering 
the fruit into heaps, they carry it to a dryirg house built 
in the forest, called in the Tuscan dialect Me‘ato or Sesca- 
tojo. The upper floor of this place is laid in cross bars, 
called a gratino (g:at ug.) close excugh to lold the nuts, 
yct allowing the heat from a fte bu It below, to ;enet-ate 
the heaps of fruit sprcad cm the grat'no, which f:om t me 
to time must be turned cver, to that all shall cry equally. 

Wher sufficiently dry, tie fruit gat ercd into sacks, 
end beaten against wooden biccks until the kernel s feed 
from the shiny brown skin The ir get skin, which has 
such a bitter taste, bas now to be desli with, end must be 
removed. To accomp!'ch this, th> list process, the ker- 
nals ate placed in wooden trays and vioen ly shaken up 
ani gown. As the thin sk u is broken, it is blown awry 
in the uind, leaving the fruit now in a perfe.t ccnditioa for 
the mill, where it :s to be ground isto fcur. 

Tre bread made from th2 chestrut fou: is mach valued 


by the Conta lin, who pr fer it to Gano Turco (Indian 
corn,) which is cultivated in tke valleys. It forms the daily 
food of those living in the mounta'n us reg ors of Tuscany. 

Cakes are made of the flour, mixe l with oil, and ar? much 
estcewed, a kind cf polenta also is prepared from it, and 
thick, rather heavy flat Icaves. 

We pasced thcough the silk mills in the Bagni di Lucca 
just at lunch time. Men and women both were contentedly 
munching chestnut cakes of bread, washing them down 
with a sparse quantity of the acid wim: of the country. 

Rolls made of wheat flour are considere] a treat by the 
little peasant children. Their answer to the questicn, “What 
will you do with a coldo?’ often put n response to the.r 
entreaty fcz a soldo (a cent) fer they ate ter ble Le g*rs— 
was invariably the same. “Buy ‘un pene (a wheat rell.) 

A failure in the chestnut harvest is cn: of ve y seticus 
import to the people of this tego, bring rg abso ute star- 
vation to come cf the poorest hcmes.

But truth is worth 
more than a pious lie; it goes farther. And, in fact, thera- 
peutic suggestion has nothing to do with the conception 
of truth and falsehood. 

But sometimes “ut aliquid fiat” plays into the hands 
of every physician. When the anxious mother consults 
him because her child, in a tumble, receives a bump, or 
when a “whisky-soak” wonderingly shows the wise man 
his tongue, ce an old maid complains of catarrh, the lips

He assceted that Pasteur’s innoculations are all based on 
errors, and quoted a prominent Italian physician as stating 
that i medicine will never be able-to reproduce: 
in the laboratory the diseases which rature shows ua Dr. 
Wilson addei: 

“The fact of the matter is, that a pathogenic microbe 
entering the healthy human body, whether by acci ent cr 
with ‘malice prepense, stands about as gool a chance of 
doing harm as a mouse in a tight room, surrounded by a 
dozen hungry cats. The body in health is safeguarded by 
means of its various germicidal fluids, as saliva, gastric 
and intestinal juices, etc., and even the blood itself, peo- 
pled as it is with myriads of phagocytes, always abundant 
and forever on guard against such intruders. On the other 
hand, as is shown elsewhere in this paper, in diseased 


states of the body, the so-called germs are, un er whatever 
name, scavengers of waste and effete matter; they are one 
of nature’s means of eliminating d'sease-producing sub- 
stances. But for them, indeed, the diphtheritic cr far-gone 
consumptive patient would smother in a sirgle night.”
